Church, they will never thank them for their 
good Service, till they are made ſenſible what 
it is: And then it's probable they may be 
willing to do Juſtice to their Friends, and 
ſhew Mercy to their Enemies: But if it's the 
the Lo- Church that they have been ſerving 
all this time; I muſt ſay, it ſeems: a little un- 
kind, that they have not rewarded them in 
all this time.

But, after all, I have ſo good an Opinion of 
the Low-Chrwrch as to think, that they would 
have done it before now; if the Diſſenters 
cculd have made their good Service appear :

I know not. what Notions. the Deſſenters

ty in their Schemes : They may ſpeak them 
fair, and go Hand in Hand with Arg long 
as they find their Accounts in it: They may 
conſent it may be to indulge them in many 
Things; to remit ſomewhat of the Diſcipline of 
the Church to pleaſe them: But if ever 
they come to Attempt the Overthrow of 
the Government, and Order of the Church;

They 
as well as Higb Church know, what was

know by what Steps it was brought a-

Gentleman, in Eondon, about half an Hour 
atter Seven at Night, ſent a Servant of his 
to a Friends Houſe about his private Con- 
cerns: The Young Man going along and 
finding a great Mob in the Street; ſtep'd 
to ſee what the Matter was ; it ſeems Pro- 
clamation had been ſometime before made 
by the Conſtable according to Act of Parlia- 
ment; in order to oblige the Mob to diſ- 
Perle ; or be taken up as Enemies to the 


Co- 
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Government: The Young Man being Igno- 
rant, that any fuch Proclamation had been 
made; and making ſome ſmall ſtay there, 
was taken; and upon the Oath of the Con- 
ſtable, that he had at Seven a Clock made 
Proclamation ( at which time the Lad was 
at Home at his. Maſter's Houſe ) for the 
Mob to. ſeparate and depart: And that 
the Mob continued notwithſtanding, ſo 
that the Young Man was deem'd one of 


te Diſaffected by the ps Juſtice, 


before whom -he was ſafe conducted : The 
Lad being apprehenſive what was like to 
follow, ſent to let his Maſter know what 


had befallen him: The Maſter being ſur- 


_ at the News; goes to get him Re- 
leas d; either by giving Bail, or otherwiſe: 


But all in Vain, for the Man it ſeems was 
à Toy, and that was ſufficient to demonſtrate 


the Young Man a Rebel: For his Worſhip 
very Gravely tells the Maſter, he was a 
Diſaffected Perſon, who did not care to ap- 
pear againſt the Government himſelf, and 
ſo ſent his Man. This is Demonſtration ! 
There was at the ſame time a Lad taken 
(and brought before this Worſhipful Juſtice) 
that belong d to one of the Charity Schools, 
which Argument of Poverty was made uſe 
of by a Friend of the Poor Boys, in hopes 
that his Worſhip would for that Reaſon re- 
leaſe him: But the Argument had a quite 


different Effect, for upon hearing that the *

laſt releas'd : But before his Werſhip ſent the 
Boy to Newgate, he was pleas' d to declare 
his Opinion of all the Charity Schools, viz. 


that they were Nurſerie) of Rebellin. 


Well, the Maſter finding that no Bail was 
to be taken for his Man; takes his Leave of 
him for that Night: The next Day he begins 


to make uſe of his Friends, to ſee if they 
could not prevail with his Worſhip to ad- 


mit his Young Man to Bail ; but all to no 


purpoſe; for thisWorſhiptul Juſtice, ſaid, that 


he was taken after Proclamation was made, 


and ſo he could ( becauſe he would) not, 


admit him to Bail. When the Lad had been 
Confin'd about Fourteen Days, his Maſter

Man to be made up of Loyalty; for ſays 
he, (that is, his Worſhip's Favourite) the 
Young Man is a Pꝛesbyterian; and he hop'd 


his Worſhip would believe, that he would 
not have appear d for him, if it had not 
been ſo: And farther proteſted, if he 
thought his Kinſman had but one Drop of 


Diſloyal Blood in him, he would be the 


firſt that ſhould let it out: This is a 
brave Piece of News for his Worſhip, to
